City’s state 
revenue 
sharing 
slashed

Grayling City officials face eliminating 
$37,000 from its current fiscal year budget 
due to cuts in state revenue sharing. 

Grayling City Manager David Thayer 
said that the city has to make it through 
May and June while eliminating $37,000 
from its budget, due to Gov. Jennifer M. 
Granholm’s executive order issued earlier 
this month to cut $350 million from the 
state’s current fiscal budget, which runs 
through Sept. 30. 

Further, Thayer said the city is estimating 
to receive $50,000 to $55,000 less in state 
revenue sharing for the city’s next fiscal 
year, which begins on July 1. 

Thayer said that state officials are await- 
ing an outcome of a senate committee’s 
projections on what the state revenues will 
be for next year. Currently, state lawmakers 
believe they will have a $2 billion shortfall 
for the state’s $9 billion budget. 

_ “That pushes us back even further 
because when it’s all said and done, the 
state has no clue how to balance its budget,” 
Thayer said. 

On the city’s side, there is one vacancy in

Case for fire 
chief's fuel sales 
transferred to 
Oscoda 
Prosecutor

For the second time in the last four 
months, charges against the Beaver Creek 
Township Fire Chief for the sale of untaxed 
diesel fuel to a local ambulance service 
were dropped, but will be refiled by a pros- 


‘ecutor from a neighboring county. 


Crawford County Prosecutor Everette 
“Trey” Ayers filed a motion in Crawford 
County District Court, agreeing to no 
longer pursue charges against longtime 
Beaver Creek Township Fire Chief Edward 
Richard Holtcamp. Ayers cited a conflict of 
interest in his office in prosecuting the case 
and the need for more investigation. 

Holtcamp, 71, had faced two charges of 
taxes-engaging in a motor fuel tax business 
in violation of the state’s Motor Fuel Tax 
Act without a license. 

The case has been assigned by the 
Michigan Attorney General’s Office to 
Oscoda County Prosecutor Kathleen 
Solomon. She will refile charges against 
Holtcamp when the additional investigation 
is completed, 

The charges stem from the sale of 
untaxed diesel fuel to Mobile Medical 
Response, a 501-C3 tax-exempt organiza- 
tion that provides ambulance services to 
Crawford County. 

As a 501-C3 tax-exempt organization, 
the Saginaw based Mobile Medical 
Response is not subject to paying income 


taxes and sales taxes, but must pay excise 7 


taxes including fuel taxes.

Veterans field office hit by state budget ax

After a brief retreat, the 
Disabled American Veterans 
have opted to keep their field 
service officer on part-time 
instead of a total layoff in 
light of the state budget cri- 
SiS. 

John P. Demorest, the field 
service officer for the 
Disabled American Veterans, 
was scheduled to be laid off 
from his positton effective 
Saturday, May 16. The 
Disabled American Veterans 
administration, however, 
decided on Friday, May 15, 
to keep Demorest on part- 
time while it continues to 
address how state budget cuts 
will impact the organization. 

The cut in hours, which 
will be in effect until further 
nolice, is due to Gov. 
Jennifer M. Granholm's 
executive order issued earlier 
this month to cut $350 mil- 
lion from the state's current 
fiscal budget, which runs 
through Sept. 30. 

All seven of the Disabled 
American's field service offi- 
cer positions were cut. In all, 


$1 million in Veterans 
Service Organization grants, 
which come through the 
Department of Military and 


Veterans Affairs, were cut for’ 


the current fiscal year. 

The cuts mean that there 
won't be a field service offi- 
cer in the Crawford County 
Courthouse as much to assist 
veterans or their families 
with their claims and medical 
issues. In addition, free trans- 
portation to Veterans Affairs 
medical facilities and escorts 
to the appointments were 
also cut. 

The state has appropriated 
funds to local Veterans 
Service Organizations to pro- 
vide enhanced outreach to 
veterans since 1921. 

Demorest has served as the 
Disabled American Veterans 
field service officer in 
Crawford County since Jan, 
1, as weil as serving in 
offices in 27 other counties 
throughout the region. He 
succeeded Ron Schriceber, 
who held the position in 
Crawford County for 23 
years. 

Demorest has previously 


served as a field service offi- 
cer at the Saginaw Veteran’s 
Affairs Hospital for 14 years. 
Prior to that, he was a mem- 
ber of the U.S. Army for 20 
years. 

Along with holding office 
hours, handling claims and 
coordinaling services over 
the telephone, Demorest also 
does home visits with veter- 
ans and their families. 

“Ji's not a nine to five sob,” 
he said. 

Schricber stil] holds a 
position as the legislative 
director for the Disabled 
American Veterans and trav- 
els to Lansing frequently to 
deal with current and future 
budget issues. A rally will be 
held in Lansing at 3:30 p.m. 
on Thursday, May 21, to 
bring to light the fact that 
Veterans Service 
Organization budgets have 
been slashed by 25 percent, 
while the average cut in other 
State budgets was only four 
to five percent, 

“It's really hurting the vet- 
erans in Michigan,” 
Schricber ‘said. “We. would 
like to get all the support:we 
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can get.” 

Still waiting in the wings is 
Senate Bill 250, sponsored 
by Sen. Valde Garcia, R- 
Howell, who oversees the 
committee which determines 
the appropriations for the 
Department of Military and 
Veterans Affairs. 

Garcia, who is also a 
colonel in the Michigan 
National Guard, is proposing 
that future Veterans Service 
Organization grants be 
assigned to Brig. Gen. Carol 
Ann Fausone, the assistant 
adjutant general for Veterans 
Affairs for the Department of 
Military and Veterans 
Affairs. 

Under the proposal, the 
state would coordinate and 
contract for services. provid- 
ed to veterans. 

The Disabled American 
Veterans, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, American Legion and 
other veterans organizations 
have opposed the measure 
since they already have a 
proven track record serving 
veterans. 

:Garcia said he has seen a 
duplication of efforts and ser- 
vices by some veterans orga- 
nizations and other business- 
es, and would like to see a 
better coordination of ser- 
vices, 

“Certainly, [ appreciate 
what these organizations 
have been doing but we are 
facing a dramatic dwindling 
in state revenues,” Garcia 
said. “Those dollars are lim- 
ited and they can only be 
stretched so far.” 

Garcia said state lawmak- 
ers are currently awaiting 
projections for revenues for 
the state’s $9 billion budget 
for next fiscal year, which 

egins on Oct. 1. State law- 
makers are estimating there 
will be nearly a $2 billion 
shortfall. 

“We're trying to coordinate 
our efforts so things can run 
more effective and more effi- 
ciently,” Garcia said. 
“Somehow, we've got to fig- 
ure out how to do more with 
less and we’ve got to figure 
out a better way of doing 
business.” 

Schrieber said that he 
hopes that public outcry from 
state citizens, veterans and 
county officials will convince 
state lawmakers to continue 
funding the Veterans Service 
Organization grants as they 
have done for the last 88 
years, 

“We just don’t know where 
we can get the funding to get 
our guys back on full-time,” 
Schrieber said. “When they 
take a quarter of our budget 
and you have a quarter of a 
year left, it kind of puts us in 
a bit of a pinch.”

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City updates regulations for Elmwood Cemetery

City of Grayling officials 
have updated regulations for 
the Elmwood Cemetery for 
better clarification on the 
standards that must be com- 
plied with to preserve and 
improve the general appear- 
ance of the cemetery. 

The Grayling City 
Council, at its May 11 meet- 
ing, updated Elmwood 
Cemetery rules and regula- 
tions to facilitate mainte- 
nance of the cemetery and 
reduce costs to taxpayers 
while creating a high quality 
facility. 

Grayling City Manager 
David Thayer said the regu- 
lations were updated ‘to 
avoid duplication of lan- 
guage in the rules, remove 
redundant language in the 
standards and to better clar- 
ify the language for families 
and funeral directors. 

First, when a person buys 
a cemetery lot or plot, that 
entitles them to a certificate 
of burial, to bury a loved 
one or their remains in the 
cemetery, and does not per- 
tain to the ownership of the 
property, Thayer said. 
Perpetual care also goes 
along with the sale of the 
plots, which includes mow- 
ing of all plots at reasonable 
intervals, trimming, reseed- 
ing, filling in sunken graves 
to the lot level and trimming 
trees or shrubbery when 
necessary, Perpetual care for 
plots purchased prior to the 
adoption of the policy is 
included with past purchas- 
es of cemetery plots. 

Language was also updat- 
ed to mandate that all trees, 
shrubs and adornments be 
placed in the same plane as 
the monuments and head- 
stones to accommodate the 
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maintenance of the ceme- 
tery grounds. 

“That allows us to have 
long runs when we mow the 
grass when everything is in 
the plane of the monuments 
and headstones,” Thayer 
said. 

Families are encouraged 
to contact Cemetery Sexton 
Ben Chouinard at the 
Grayling City Hall before 
planting trees, shrubs or 
placing other items on 
graves. The city reserves 
the night to plant ail trees 
and shrubs within the ceme- 
tery boundaries and will not 
permit the planting of trees 
or shrubs that are out of har- 
mony with the general land- 
scape design. 

In addition, unsightly 
objects erected or placed 
upon lots, out of harmony 
with the general landscape 
design as adopted by the 
city and detrimental to 
adjoining Jot owners, shall 
not be permitted. 
Whenever objects of this 
nature are placed on lots, the 
city reserves the right to 
remove them without prior 
notice. 

Time and correct location 
of graves must be given to 
Chouinard at least 48 hours 
in advance of a burial. 
Winter burials require 96 
hours of advance notice. 

“We have fewer people 
working so we have to 
schedule the preparation of 
burials so we can accommo- 
date a family’s wishes,” 
Thayer said, 

Finally, Thayer said that a 
family or funeral director 
must coordinate the burial 
of a person’s remains with 
the city and the work cannot 
be done by the family at a 
plot they purchased or at a 
plot where another loved 
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STATE GOVERNMENT in 
Michigan is in financial trouble. 

That’s an old story, of course. It 
seems as if every year for the past 
dozen or so — and periodically 
most years in modern history — the 
story has been repeated. 

The main reason is because state 
government as a practice spends 
more money than it takes in. 
Sooner or later, that can create a 
huge problem. State legislators 
and most governors have found it 
easier to apply a patch than a solu- 
tion. 

These past practices of holding 
the state together financially with 
duck tape and baling wire are com- 
pounded by today’s grim econom- 
ic truths of high unemployment, 
declining personal incomes, lower 
property values, business failures, 
bankruptcies, decreased tax yields, 
ever-higher costs of running public 
programs. 

The inevitable result is public 
budget chaos. 

* * # 

THE STATE faces a shortfall of 
$1.3 billion in the present fiscal 
year, because costs of running 
government have remained high 
but revenues upon which the 2008- 
09 budget is based fall far short of 
expectations. 

Gov. Jennifer Granholm and the

politically-divided state legislature 
have agreed on about $300 million 
or so in spending cuts crammed 
into the next four months before 
the fiscal year ends September 30, 
including unpaid furloughs for 
state employees as well as reduc- 
tions in revenue sharing payments 
to local governments. 

Under this plan, the other billion 
in shortfall will be covered by $1 
billion in federal stimulus aid due 
to Michigan. 

These federal dollars thus 
become another one-time-only 
patch on the battered state budget 
~ a budget-balancing strategy 
which has helped develop the 
spending straits in which 
Michigan continually finds itself, 
but it’s a necessary tactic in these 
dire days. 

More bad news emerged last 
week when state money experts 
predicted state income from taxes, 
fees, etc., for the 2009-10 fiscal 
year beginning Oct. 1 will be con- 
siderably less than this year, creat- 
ing an additional $1.7 billion bud- 
get hole. 

State general fund revenues are 
expected to be down 6.5 percent, 
or about $985 million, and state 
school funds are expected to be 
down 3.5 percent, or about $732 
million. 


Even these dour figures are 
shaky. The uncertain fate of 
Chrysler, already in bankruptcy, 
and General Motors, which may 
be shortly, could add to the state’s 
troubles. At this point, no more 
federal bailout dollars to state and 
local governments are assured. 

* * * 

BUDGETS HAVE two sides. 
One is income, the other is outgo. 
They should match. 

The only way to make 
Michigan’s budgets come out 
even, either this year or next, is to 
increase income or reduce outgo 
... oF some combination of the 
two. 

Either one requires difficult 
choice by decision makers. It 
won't be easy, or pleasant. One 
fundamental question is whether 
the state should be doing all the 
things it is now doing? If every- 
thing is essential the way it is, then 
the only alternative is to raise the 
money to pay for the services. 

All public programs should be 
examined closely, and either elim- 
inated or reduced. 


New revenue opportunities 


should be examined closely. That 
could mean more taxes. 

One of the largest parts of any 
government budget is people costs, 
and if spending is to be meaning- 


fully reduced, then people costs 
must be lowered. 

Two sets of people will feel the 
pain, both the people who admin- 
ister the services and those who 
receive them. 

* * * 

THE STATE budget is not the 
only one in trouble. Local units of 
government — counties, cities, 
townships ~ all face budget prob- 
lems, too. 

Most of these units depend 
largely on property taxes to 
finance operations. With home val- 
ues generally shrinking, and with 
industrial and business properties 
being closed or vacated because of 
the overall national economy 
which is even worse in Michigan, 
tax revenue is going down in most 
local jurisdictions. 

On top of that, state government 
in seeking to solve its own budget 
woes is decreasing revenue shar- 
ing, upon which many local gov- 
emments have grown to rely. 

Once again, public services are 
facing serious change and down- 
sizing due to lack of funding. 
Many local governments are in 
real trouble, too. 

Local schools have their own 
special problems. Property tax 
bases also are sliding, although 
state aid has been relatively con- 


ales alent will get even tougher

sistent due to reluctance of state 
leaders to reduce schoo} aid pack- 
ages. Voters, however, in many 
districts have refused heavier 
property tax loads for construction 
and even in some cases Classroom 
needs. 
* * * 

NEW CONSTITUTION - 
Perhaps fortuitously, voters will be 
asked in 2010 to decide whether to 
call a statewide convention to 
rewrite Michigan’s state constitu- 
tion. 

The present constitution, adopt- 
ed in 1963 and amended frequent- 
ly since, requires people to vote 
every 16 years on whether to call a 
new constitutional convention, and 
2010 is the year. 

Some state and local govern- 
ments’ financial and operational 
problems are either caused or 
worsened by limitations, restric- 
tions or requirements in the pre- 
sent state constitution, adopted 
almost a half century ago. 

It may be time to take another 
look at Michigan’s basic charter.

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May is Lyme Disease Awareness Month in Michigan 


Lyme disease and other diseases can 
be transmitted through the bite of an 
infected tick. Before venturing out 
this summer, please make sure that you 
take some precautions against Lyme 
disease and other tick-borne disorders. 

These are ways that you can protect 
your family. 

Wear light colored clothing. This 
allows you to spot ticks more easily. 

Wear a hat and long-sleeved shirt. 
Tuck your clothes, shirts into pants and 
pants into socks. 

Use and insect repellent with DEET 
on exposed skin, 

When hiking, stay in middle of the 
trails and try to avoid underbrush, fall-

en trees and tall grass, 

Always perform a tick check when 
returning in from the outdoors or 
when outdoors for extended periods of 
time. 

If you do find a tick, use a pair of 
fine-pointed tweezers, grasp the tick as 
close to the skin as possible and pull 
gently and slowly, but firmly until the 
tick releases, this may take several 
tries. Avoid crushing or killing the tick 
while it is still attached to the skin. 
Once the tick is removed clean the area 
with an antiseptic, such as alcohol. 

Lyme disease may cause symptoms 
such as arash which only appears in 
about 55 percent of cases and not nec-

essarily at the bite site. Other symp- 
toms that may appear are flu-like 
symptoms such as fever, muscle aches, 
joint pain, headaches, fatigue or weak- 
ness. Symptoms can appear days to 
weeks after a tick bite. [If gone 
untreated Lyme disease can lead to 
severe heart, neurological, eye and 
joint problems because the bacteria 
can affect many different organs and 
organ systems.

Thayer said that commu- 
nities across the state are 
reeling from the revenue 
sharing cuts, with some 
facing worse budget woes 
than Grayling is experienc- 
ing. Thayer said officials 
cannot speculate on what 
state revenue sharing will 
be for 2011 when it comes 
to budget planning. 

“There is no more fat to 
cut,’ Thayer said. “We've 
cut and cut the budget to 
where it doesn’t work 
well.” 

Last week, Thayer said 
he attended a meeting with 
the Michigan Public 
Service Commission. 
Utility providers are asking 
the state regulatory body to 
remove municipalities 
from their own electrical 
rates and place them in a 
classification for large 
industry. If that move is 
allowed, Thayer said 
municipalities would be 
charged 50 percent more 
for electricity to operate 
water and sewer services, 
streetlights and traffic sig- 
nals. 

“If electricity rates go up 
by 50 percent, that’s going 
to put us in another posi- 
tion, so that’s a question 
that has to be answered,” 
Thayer said,
